Shri Kulwant Rai, Assistant Sub-Inspector of Police (Offi- 
ciating), Delhi Police. 

Statement of services for which the decoration has been 
awarded. 


Shri Kulwant Rai, Assistant Sub-Inspector of Police, Delhi 
was entrusted with the execution of a non-bailablc warrant 
of arrest against Munshi Ram, a notorious bad character. On 
the 25th February, 1959, at about 6-30 p.m. Shri Kulwant Rai 
who was accompanied by two Foot Constables, spotted Munshi 
Ram on a cycle near Kamla Market. Shri Rai ran afLei 
Munshi Ram 'and after a hot chase managed to atop him and 
told him that there was a non -bailable warrant of arrest 
against him. At this Munshi Ram jumped down from his 
cycle whipped out a dagger and stabbed Shri Rai deep in 
the abdomen and took to his heels. Undeterred by this severe 
injury, Shri Rai chased the culprit and grappled with him. 
In his desperate bid to escape, Munshi Ram inflicted thiee 
more injuries on the chest and arm of Shri Rai. Despite pro- 
fuse bleeding from his injuries, Shri Rai who was unarmed 
continued his struggle with the culprit till the two constables 
and members of the public arrived and helped him in over- 
powering the desperado. Shri Kulwant Rai was immediately 
rushed to Irwin Hospital where he was operated on and 
saved from almost certain death. 


In this incident Shri Kulwant Rai showed exceptional 
courage and devotion to duty of a very high order at grave 
rlBk to his own life. 


2. This award is made for gallantry under rule 4 (i) of the 
rules governing the award of the Police Medal and toii6e - 
fluently tarries with it the special allowance admissible to offi- 
cers of and below the rank of Inspector of Police as provided 
In rule 5.
